Coining. New Wards. 


O. O. McIntyre, while working for the Ritz Hotel, 
coined the word “Ritzy”—which has now become a 
popular word. Along this line, cooperating newspaper 
might ask readers to coin new words. . . like Walter 
Winchell is always doing.

COOP AD 


If you can round up enough shops for a cooperative 
ad—here’s the lead line . . . “WHETHER IT’S A

Luggage shops and travel agencies could do worse 
than arrange window displays—plugging title as basis 
of window.

One of the most entertaining 
and laugh provoking comedies 
seen in a long time was shown 
for the first time locally at the 
el a MPa IRA ater theatre yesterday 
under the title of “A Night at 
the Ritz.” 

Warner Bros. have a knack of 
selecting stories with unique and 
unusual plots. Certainly this one, 
dealing with a high pressure pub- 
licity man who sells a chef who 
couldn’t cook to a fashionable 
hotel, carries a bizarre twist that 
sent audiences home yesterday 
roaring with laughter. 

The dialogue is sparkling and 
the action swift while a delight- 
ful romance underlies the fun. 

William Gargan, who recently 
appeared in “British Agent” has 
the leading role with Patricia 
Ellis playing opposite him in the 
romantic angle.
